COLLEGE  COMW ' SSI  ON 

According  to   its  constitution,  the  College  Commission  was  founded 
"to  carry  forward  a  positive,  cooperative,  and  integrative  program  to 
promote  better  relations  between  men  and  women  on  the  campus,  to  encourage 
more  fellowship  and  understanding  between  students  and  members  of  the  faculty, 
and  better  to  induct  freshmen  it  to  the  best  that  the  college  has  to  offer  them. 

The  inception  of  the  Commission  dates  to  October  2,  1 935 j  when  at  a 
banquet  honoring  "rs.  '"ildred  "organ  a  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare 
plats  for  a  federation  of  students  and  faculty  members  designed  to  work  out 
the  program  set  forth  in  the  preamble  above. 

the  president  of  the  student  body  became  chairman  of  the  commission, 
and  delegates  were  apportioned  as  follows;     one  man  a-'d  one  woman  f  rom  each 
class  and  from  each  orga'j  i  zat i  on  having  both  men  and  women  as  members;  one 
delegate  from  eve=y  other  organization;  and  seven  delegates  a  p  po i  i  ted  from 
the  faculty  by  the  president  of  t  h e  college.     regular  meetings  were  held 
once  monthly . 

During  the  year  its  numerous  research  committees  have  made  detailed 
reports  upon  and    recommendations  for  the  solution  of  m any  campus  problems . 
Administrative  committees  have  done  much  toward  the  coordination  of  student 
enthusiasm  at  athletic  events,  solution  of  the  parking  problem,  entertainment 
of  visiting  athletic  teams,  modification  of  traditional  rules  and  mores, 
and  progressive  methods  in  the  selection  of  student  officers.

The  debating  season  -of  1935-36  opened  with  three  experienced 
intercollegiate  speakers  in  the  ranks  of  the  candidates  for  positions 
on  the  teams  to  represent  the  college.    joe  v7  •  dl ckerson  of  rockland 
and  Everett  Page  of  Carthage  were  lealinq  men  on  the  teams  of  '\33k--3S; 
Don  Langston  began  his  t-mrd  year  of  varsity  debating. 

In  the  first  tryouts  these  men  ranked  in  the  reverse  of  the  order 
named.     Kenneth  Kennedy  placed  fourth,  and  held  his  rank  throughout 
the  season. 

Although  the  teams  were  not  able  to  advance  far  in  the  tournaments 
at  Waco,  January  30-31)  or  Conway,  February  13- lit.,  they  gave  good 
accounts  of  themselves,  winning  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the 
debates  in  which  they  participated.    At  the  Natchitoches  tournament, 
February  28-29,  Page  and  Kennedy  tied  for  third  place,  being  eliminated 
by  a  close  vote  in  the  semi-finals. 

Harlon  Martin  and  Kenry  Frederick  attended  this  tournament  as  the 
third  team.     Bobby  Howard,  who  in  the  illness  of  Kennedy  debated  as 
Dickerson's  Colleague  at  Conway,   and  Lloyd  Woods  entered  the  "conso- 
lation" rounds. 

Whjle  en  route  to  Conway  the  teams  stopped  at  Mena,  Arkansas, 
to  debate  the  labor  question  with  representatives  of  Commonwe alth 
College  there. 

The  season  was  brought  to  a  close  with  participation  in  the 
contests  at  the  National  Convention  of  Pi  Kappa  Delta  at  Houston, 
March  30  to  April  3 . 

Everett  Page  served  as  president  of  Texas  Mu,  the  local  chapter 
of  Pi  Kappa  Delta,  during  the  year.    Joe  W.  Dickerson  was  vice-president 
and  Dr.  T.  E.  Ferguson  was  secretary.

When  the  doors  of  Stephen  F.  Austin  -were  opened,  the  administration  aav  the  need  for 
a  oapable  and  efficient  athletic  director  and  coach.     After  much  deliberation,  R.  H. 
SHELTOH,  who  had  made  an  enviable  record  at   Southwest   Texa3,  was   selected.     When  he  came 
here  it  was  his  duty  to  coach  all  sports,  but  because  of   so  many  duties  he  was  forced  to 
give  up  football.     Sinoe  then  his  basketball  teams  have  ?nade  a  record  that  any  sohool 
should  be  proud  of.     Tor  the  past  five  years  his  oage   teams  have  won  the  hone  Star  Con- 
ference championship  and  gained  for  the  school  muoh  invaluable  publicity.     He  also  coaches 
traok.     Coaoh  "Bob"  is  a  tireless  worker,  a  lover  of  clean  sports,  and  a  gentleman. 

For  the  past  seven  years  it  has  been  the  unpleasant  and  difficult  task  of  Coaoh 
WHITE  to  build  a  football  team  out  of  mediocre,  untried  material.     Most  of  the  boys  oome  to 
Stephen  F.  Austin  without  the  asset  of  having  had  experience  in  high  sohool.

With  his  thorough  knowledge  of  athletios  and  his  winning  personality,  Coaoh  Dos3ey  has 
not  only  won  the  esteem  of  all  athletes,  but  of  all  students  who  have  come  in  contact 
wijth  him.

1935  SEASON 

The  1935  football  season  was  one  of  the  most  hectic  campaigns  ever 
waged  by  the  purple  and  white.     it  was  a  season  filled  with  thrilling  up- 
sets and  bitter  disappointments  from  start  to  finish,  and  was  one  of  the 
most  c  l  0  s  e  l  y—  covttisted  conference  races  ever  to  be  played  on  the  lone  star 
gridirons.  the  end  of  that  race  saw. the  lumberjacks  tied  with  commerce  and 
Denton  for  loop  honors.     For  the  first  time  in  history,  Stephen  F.  Austin 
had  finished  at  the  top. 

Thirty  five  men  answered  the  call  for  training  on  September  10. 
Coaches  White  and  Burk  had  assembled  together  one  of  the  most  likely- 
looking  squads  since  the  beginning  of  the  school,  and  it  was  not  long  before 
it  became  evident  that  there  was  a  championship  team  in  the  making.  the 
team  was  composed  mostly  of  juniors  and  seniors  with  a  few  untried  sophomore 
to  fill  in  the  gaps  of  last  season. 

for  their  initial  encounter,  the  axemen  were  called  on  to  play  the 
texas  aggies  on  september  21  at  kyle  field.    that  sunny  saturday  after-

noon  saw  an  inspired  jack  eleven  hold  those  big  bruising  aggies 
for  three  sultry  quarters,  trailing  them  only  12  to  6  until  the 
last  period.     in  the  final  stanza  the  boys  wilted  and  the  cadets 
scampered  up  and  down  the  field  to  roll  up  a  final  37  to  6  score. 
During  the  closing  minutes  of  play,  Lee  Parmley,  sterling  wingman, 
received  a  fractured  vertebra,  an  injury  that  ended  his  gridiron 

CAREER. 

The  Southwest  Louisiana  Institute  Bulldogs  from  Lafayette 
came  to  town  on  friday  night,  september  27,  and  beat  out  the 
Lumbermfn  in  a  listless  6  to  0  battle  on  Birdwell  Field.  Lawerence 
Hough,  brilliant  sophomore  tackle,  received  a  chipped  vertebra  in  the 
skirmish  and  was  put  on  the  shelf  for  the  rest  of  the  season.  This 
was  the  second  of  two  major  tough  breaks  that  cast  a  chilling  gloom 
over  the  Lumberjack  camp.

the  lions  blasted  out  an  18  to  6  decision. 

a  week  later  in  san  marcos,  the  woodsmen  snapped  out  of 
the  doldrums  and  administered  a  startling  but  sound  licking 
to  the  Southwest  Texas  Bobcats  to  the  tune  of  14  to  0.  It 
was  the  first  time  that  the  Jacks  had  ever  beaten  the  San 
Marcos  eleven  and  their  first  conference  win  for  the  season. 

On  the  following  Friday  night,  October  18,  the  Lumbermen 
journeyed  to  pineville,  louisiana,  and  dropped  a  rough-and- 
tumble  6  to  0  affair  to  the  louisiana  college  wildcats. 

Conference  warfare  was  resumed  when  Jack  Sisco  and  his 
high-flying  north  texas  eagles  swooped  down  on  b i rdwell  field 
on  October  25.    Exhibiting  some  of  the  form  expected  of  them 
but  somehow  lacking  thus  far  into  the  season,  the  jacks 
defeated  the  injured  eagles  in  a  thrilling  9  to  7  battle.

The  hurple  and  White  gridders  kicked  over 
the  dope  basket  on  november  8  when  they  out- 
classed and  out-scored  the  louisiana  normal 
Demons  at  Natchitoches  in  a  great  13  to  6  game. 

after  a  week  of  rest,  during  which  coach 
White  was  priming  his  charges  diligently  for 
their  annual  grudge  battle  with  the  bearkats  of 
Sam  HoustoM,  the  Axemen  were  ready  for  the  final 
tilt  of  the  season.    with  hundreds  of  ex— students 
in  the  stands  on  homecoming  day,   and  an  en- 
THUSIASTIC crowd  of  Jack  supporter;;   io  cheer  the 
fray,  the  Lumbermen  ripped  the  Bearkat  line  to 
shreds,  and  galloped  to  a  33  to  0  VICTORY.
